Talked Two or Three Days. 

The Roosevelt-Churchill confer- 
neces, which were attended by 
anking officials and military, 
naval and air experts of both coun- 
tries, were reliably reported to 
have lasted at least two or three 
days, but neither the time nor 
the place was disclosed here imme- 
diately. 

Presence of high-ranking offi- 
cers of the five fighting serv- 
ices of the two nations implies, 
one source asserted, that there 
would be at least the ground- 
work for active co-operation, if 
not staff talks, should the Unit- 
ed States enter the war. 

Such groundwork would be 
vital, it was said, if the two 
nations begin jointly any mili- 
tary or naval action in the Pa- 
cific.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP).— 
Final Senate approval sent to Pres- 


ident Roosevelt today legislation 
extending the service periods of all 
army enlisted personnel for 18 
months. 

The Senate vote was 37 to 19. 

The measure, passed by the single 
vote margin of 203 to 202 in the 
House Tuesday, would authorize 
the President to retain selectees, 
National Guardsmen and reservists 
for a total of two and a half years. 
Regular enlisted men, who signed 
up for a three-year period, could 
be heki for four and a half years. 
Today’s Senate action was accept- 
ance of the House Dill. 

Under the legislation, all men 
who had served 12 months would 
receive a $10 monthly pay increase, 

Congress Returns Control. 

Congress could terminate’ the 
President’s authority to hold men 
beyond their original service peri- 
ods at any time through the adop- 
tion of a concurrent resolution. 
Congress also could permit the 
President to hold men for an un- 
specified period beyond an addi-

Army Revises Examination System 


So Those Rejected Will Retain Jobs 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP).— 
Sweeping revision of selective 
service induction procedure has 
been ordered by the War Depart- 
ment in an effort to meet pro- 
tests that many men called to 
arms have quit their jobs and 
made other final arrangements 
only to be turned down at the last 
minute by army doctors. 

The department worked out a 
new system last spring and test- 
ed it in Pennsylvania in May and 
June. It was learned today that 
this system had been approved in 
principle and that the high com- 
mand had ordered it extended to 
all other states as rapidly as state 
selective service directors and 
army corps commanders could 
work out details covering local 
situations. 

While the new procedure thus 
will vary somewhat from state to 
state the principle of organiza- 
tion in all cases, one official said, 
will be to give the potential sol- 


dier his physical examination as 


far as possible ahead of the date 
; 


set for induction, and as close as 
possible to his home. 

This amounts to almost a com- 
plete reversal of the present gen- 
eral practice of giving army ex- 
aminations at reception centers 
after a man reports for military 
duty. 

Local applications of the new 
procedure were wnderstood to be 
in progress in New York, Ohio, 
Indiana and California. 

In Pennsylvania the system 
called for a pre-induction physical 
examination board in every metro- 
politan area of 100,000 or more pop- 
ulation. This distribution was de- 
signed to put a board within one 
day’s journey of every prospective 
selective service trainee in the 
state. 

From the outset the plan also 
contemplated that in states of low 
population and great expanse the 
examining boards would not be in 
fixed localities, but would follow 
circuit-riding schedules so that no 
man would be inconvenienced in

8 Points for a Better World 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP). 


ERE are the eight points on which President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill “base their hopes 
for a better future for the world”: 

Their countries seek no aggrandizement, 


“Second. They desire to see no territorial 
changes that do not accord with the freely expressed 
wishes of the peoples concerned; 

“Third. They respect the right of all peoples to 
choose the form of government under which they 
will live; and they wish to see sovereign rights and 
self government restored to those who have been 
forcibly deprived of them: 

“Fourth. They will endeavor, with due respect 
for their existing obligations, to further the enjoy- 
ment by all states, great or small, victor or vanquish- 
ed, of access, on equal terms, to the trade and to 
the raw materials of the world which are needed 
for their economic prosperity: 

"Fifth. They desire to bring about the fullest 
collaboration between all nations in the economic 
field with the object of securing, for all, improved 
labor standards, economic advancement and social 


“Sixth. After the final destruction of the Nazi 
tyranny, they hope to see established a peace which 
will afford to all nations the means of dwelling in 
safety within their own boundaries, and which will 
afford assurance that all the men in all the lands 
may live out their lives in freedom from fear and 


“seventh. Such a peace should enable all men 
to traverse the high seas and oceans without hin- 


“Eighth. They believe that all of the nations of 
the world, for realistic as well as spiritual reasons 
must come to the abandonment of the use of force. 
Since no future peace can be maintained if land, sea 
or air armaments continue to be employed by nations 
which threaten, or may threaten, aggression out- 
side of their frontiers, they believe, pending the 
establishment of apwider and permanent system of 
general security, that the disarmament of such na- 
tions is essential. They will likewise aid and en- 
courage all other practicable measures which will 
: lighten for peace-loving peoples the crushing bur-

BERLIN, Aug. 14 (AP). — The 
first authorized German reaction 
to the war aims statement of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Prime Min- 
ister Churchill was that the whole 
declaration was a “propaganda 
bluff.” 

“Churchill and Roosevelt are un- 


fortunate in their declaration be- 
ing made at a time when every 
hour brings new reports of im- 
pressive successes for German arms 
in the Ukraine,” one spokesman 
said. 

The official Garman news 
agency, DNB, reported Roosevelt 
and Churchill had met and agreed 
on an eight-point war aim state- 
ment, but did not give the points. 
It said the high spot was “dis 
armament of the Axis Powers.” 

Another objective, the agency 
told German readers, is that after 
“final destruction of Nazi tyranny” 
a permanent system of general se- 
curity should be established. 

It mentioned economic co-opera- 
tion but gave no details. 


‘NOT SUFFICIENT,’ 
IS VICHY’S VIEW 


VICHY, Aug. 14 (AP).—A. high- 
ly placed French source declared to- 
day that the Roosevelt-Churchill 
statement was “insufficient to as- 
sure peace and justice.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP).—The directing forces of 
the British-American effort against the Axis—Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and Winston Churchill—joined in a dramatic agree- 
ment on war and post-war aims today and the world waited 
to see what would be the concrete steps to achieve them. 

A secret meeting somewhere in the Atlantic Ocean be- 
tween the American President and the British Prime Minister 
was the source of their declaration, which carried as its basic 
prelude to peace ‘‘the final destruction of the Nazi tyranny.’’ 

Secretary of State Hull, at his press conference, refused 
to discuss possible courses of action, but did remark that the 
general statement reflected principles accepted by civilized 
countries long before, as he put it, some nations set out on a 
movement to establish rule based on barbarism and savagery. 


High Officers at Meeting. 
Attending the conferences be 
tween Roosevelt and Churchill were 
high military and executive offi- 
cials. 

It was learned that Undersecre- 
tary Sumner Welles represented 
Hull at the conference and that 
W. Averell Harriman, who has 
been in London on behalf of the 
lease-lend program also was pres 
ent. 


Lord Beaverbrook, Britain’s sup- | 
ply minister, was among those at- 
tending Churchill and, as if to em- 
phasize the importance of the dis- 
cussions, promptly flew to Wash- 
ington and took up residence in 
the British Embassy. Beaverbrook 
arrived in the capital in an army 
bomber and was accompanied by 
Gen. George C. Marshall, army 
chief of staff, who also attended 
the conference at sea. 

Another who accompanied 
Churchill was reported in Wash- 
ington to have been Sir Alexander 
Cadogan, British undersecretary of 
state for foreign affairs. 

8Point Declaration. 

A White House announcement 
embodying the eight-point joint 
declaration, said the two national 
leaders, with their high ranking 
military chieftains, examined “the 
whole problem of the supply of 
munitions of war” for “those coun- 
tries actively engaged in resisting 
aggression.” 

These covered the supply prob- 
lemg of the Soviet Union. 

In several conferences, the an- 
nouncement said, they “considered 
the dangers to world civilization 
arising from the policies of mili- 
tary domination by conquest upon 
which the Hitlerite Government of 
Germany and other governments 
associated therewith have em- 
barked.”

Roosevelt Believed to Have Drawn: Up

Although accompanied by their chief technical advisers on mili- 
tary affairs and armament production, the announcement named 
specifically, in addition to the two leaders, only Lord Beaverbrook, 
British Minister of Supply, who arrived today in Washington “to dis- 
cuss further details with appropriate officials of the United States 


Government.” 


It was learned, however, that Under Secretary of State Welles was 


at the conference. 

Later it was disclosed that Gen. 
George C. Marshall, army chief 
of staff was also present. 

It was believed that others there 
included Admiral Harold R. Stark, 
chief of naval operations and Gen. 
H. H. Arnold, chief of the air 
forces as. American military ad- 
visers. They have been absent 
from Washington the last week. 

Harry Hopkins is believed to 
have accompanied Churchill in the 
rendezvous at sea which, accord- 
ing to reports here, was held on 
the North Carolina, newest United 
States battleship. Present also, it 
is believed, was Maj. Gen. James 
H. Burns, Hopkins’ chief assistant 
in administering the lease-lend bil- 
lions for Britain’s aid. 

To Counter Peace Drive. 

The Churchill-Roosevelt declara- 
tion of principle was obviously in- 
tended to counter the Nazi propa- 
ganda drive for peace that is ex- 
pected when the Russian cam- 
paign has advanced somewhat fur- 
ther. The statement recalled Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's last fireside talk 
and the four freedoms he advanced 
as the right of every nation in the 
world. 

The tone of the statement and 
the language itself appeared to 
have far more of Roosevelt than 
of Churchill in it. Those familiar 
with the President’s style conjec- 
tured that he drafted the state- 
ment, fully conscious of its historic 
import, after long discussions with 
Churchill. 

Reports were current that Roose- 
velt and Secretary of War Henry 
L. Stimson were at odds over aid 
to Russia, with the Republican 
head of the War Department in- 
sisting that aid should not go to 
the Soviets. This was even cou- 
pled with a rumor that Stimson 
might resign in the face of Roose- 
velt’s strong insistence on help for 
the beleaguered Russians at the 
earliest possible moment. 

No Reporters Present. 

In the formal statement there 
was nothing of the drama inherent 
in the meeting between two of the 
principal figures in the tense inter- 
national crisis. Neither reporters 
nor newspaper photographers were 
‘present to record details of this 
first conference between two men 
who have captured the imagina- 
tion of people everywhere. 

Roosevelt and Churchill can both 
‘be counted on to supply these defi- 
ciencies, either now through the 
kind of hints that each likes to 
throw out or more calmly later in 
their memoirs. It is probable, too, 
that there were official navy pho- 
tographs of the meeting which may 
be released when both principals 
have returned to their respective 
capitals. 

Considerable credence was placed 
here in a report that Hopkins had 
returned to England with the 
British Prime Minister. It was 
announced on the day before yes- 
terday that Hopkins and Churchill 
had been granted the freedom of 
the city of Portsmouth in absentia, 
but the current belief is that this 
actually was conferred in person 
on the two when they returned 
from the Atlantic rendezvous. 

Confer on Announcement. 

Stephen Eacly, White House Sec- 
retary, conferred yesterday with 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
and Michael J. McDermott, in- 
formation officer of the State De- 
partment. Later McDermott con-

As the time wore on, observers 
here put increasing credence in 
reports of the Churchill-Roosevelt 
meeting, which at first had ap- 
peared merely fantastic rumor.

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NO HINT OF WHERE TALKS 
BETWEEN ROOSEVELT AND

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP).

Minister Winston Chunchill held 
a momentous conference at sea 
gave no hint of where in the 
vast North Atlantic the un- 
precedented meeting took place.

Churchill and Roosevelt met with 
the full knowledge of the British 
dominions, it was said in Canadian 
circles, but the historic eight-point 
declaration was described as 
an agreement between the 
United States and the United King- 
dom. 

There was no dominion partici- 
pation at the conference at sea, but 
it was regarded as possible that 
the dominions and the Allies would 
be asked to associate themselves 
with the policy outlined.

Short Says Alliance Was Formed 


Administration Men Praise Roosevelt- 
Churchill Statement—Gillette Terms It 
‘Clear Commitment to a War Policy.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP).— 
High praise came today from ad- 
ministration supporters for the 
meeting and declaration of policy 
by President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill, but 
Representative Short (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, said it was “quite apparent 
that some sort of alliance has been 


formed.” 

“I don’t like these secret, under- 
cover agreements,” Short told re- 
porters. “The President has no au- 
thority to form such an alliance. 
He shouldn’t gamble with the des- 
tiny of 130,000,000 people and keep 
them in the dark about it.” 

Among those who praised the 
President and the Prime Minister 
was Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. He said their 
statement embodied “principles of 
noble and lofty conception, with 
which I feel sure the people of the 
United States will agree.” 
Senator Barkley of Kentucky, 
Senate Democratic leader, added 
that the declaration “will be well 
received by all peoples resisting 
aggression and will create univer- 
sal interest.” 

Austin Praises Statement. 
Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
assistant minority leader, said the 
joint declaration was “very fine,” 
He long has supported the Demo- 
cratic administration in its deal- 
ings with other countries. 
Representative Shafer (Rep.), 
Michigan, an opponent of adminis- 
tration foreign policy, said the 
“sales talk” had “a little more 
sugar on it this time.”

ROME, Aug. 14 (AP).—Fascist 
circles said the joint American- 
British declaration today would 
fail to run the Axis or Japan off 
their courses.

RUSSIANS REPORT ROUTING 


TANK CORPS, 11 DIVISIONS 


Action in Western and Southwestern Sectors, 
Reds Say—Moscow Denies Ukraine 
Army Has Been Encircled. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 14 (AP).—Mar- “the German army 


shal Semeon Budyenny’s army de- 
fending the Ukraine has not been 
encircled by the Germans or their 
allies, S. A. Lozovsky, Vice For- 
eign Commissar, declared tonight. 

The Red army newspaper, Red 


Star, earlier reported the German 
Thirty-ninth Tank Corps, 11 other 
divisions and 13 regiments had 
been routed on the western and 
southwestern sectors of the front 
and that the situation again had 
become stable and quiet, 

Red Star estimated that 21 other 
German divisions had suffered 
more than 50 per cent losses. 

This list, it added, does not in- 
clude “many divisions destroyed in 
the northern and northwestern 
Bessarabian directions.” 

(A German infantry division 
numbers about 14,500 men, an ar- 
mored division 11,500 and a regi- 
ment about 1000.) 


Drive Reported Being Smashed. 


The Red army’s report followed 
one by Pravda, the Communist 
party organ, which recapitulated 
German losses since early in the 
campaign and said the German of- 
fensive was being smashed. 

Russian war dispatches indicat- 
ed that fighting again was devel- 
oping into isolated ections and that 
German armies again have been 
halted in the areas of Kakisalmi, 
Staraya Russa, Smojonsk and Bel 
Tserkov. 

“Behind the modest Soviet re- 
ports,” said Pravda, “lie great and 
serious events. 

“No important changes occurred 
ir the disposition of troops be- 
cause the German offensive is be- 
ing smashed by the mighty re- 
sistance of the R-d army. exhaust- 
ing the German forces. 

“Simultaneously, however, very 
in.portant changes are taking 
place in the composition of the 
German army. 

“In the western direction, many 
German divisions already have 
been annihilated and only count- 
less graves recall the existence of 
these divisions. Dozens of other 
divisions, after several battles with 
the Red army, have lost nearly 
half, and others more than half, 
of their make-up.” 

Nazi Reserves Sent Into Fight. 

Pravda went on to detail Ger- 
man units which, it said, “have 
felt the full strength of Soviet 
arms” and have left “the old Na- 
poleonic road strewn with the 
corpses of tens of thousands of 
German soldiers.” 

Germany’s best divisions either 
have been destroyed or “are los- 
ing blood,” Pravda asserted, and 


and a great nufnber of railway 
cars were set afire, DNB said. A 
Russian armored train, 11 guns 
and eight armored cars were re- 
ported to have been destroyed in 
raids on Soviet troop concentra- 
tions in the same area.

Today’s early communique, is- 
sued at midnight, indicated Soviet 
forces were fighting to stop a 
threat to the Moscow-Leningrad 
Railroad, saying some Germans 
had reached the area of Staraya 
Russa, 80 miles from the rail line 
and 140 miles southeast of Lenin- 
grad. 

Fighting also was raging in the 
Kakisalmi sector, 75 miles north 
of Leningrad, and at Bel Tserkov, 
80 miles northwest of the Ukraine 
capital of Kiev, the communique 
said. 

Staraya Russa, on Lake Ilmen, 
has steamer connections with Len- 
ingrad via the Polista River. Ger- 
man troops which reached this 
area apparently came from the 
direction of Soltsi, 40 miles west- 
ward. 

The midnight communique said 
Smolensk, on the central front 
and 230 miles west of Moscow, 
was abandoned “a few days ago.” 
(The Germans claimed capture of 
Smolensk in mid-July.) . 

The com.aunique limited infor- 
mation concerning the southern 
front to mention of fighting in the 
Bel Tserkov direction. 


Air Force Keeps Up Attacks. 


The Soviet air force was report- 
ed to be pounding German troops 
and airdromes.

A recommendation of Dr. An- 
derson for a new appointment in 
the instruction department was 
vigorously opposed last night by 
board members Pohlman and 
Charles J. Dyer. Anderson recom- 
mended that Reynolds C. Seitz of 
Omaha replace William Maucker, 
in charge of administrative re- 
search, who has taken the posi- 
tion of assistant professor of edu- 
cation at the University of Mis- 
souri. Seitz, now teaching law at 
Creighton University, formerly 
worked under Anderson at Omaha. 

“Friendship From Omaha.” 

Declaring that promotions should 
be made from within the system, 
Dyer said: “What is this? A case 
of friendship from Omaha?” 

“We must have a person among 
3000 teachers capable of holding 
down the job,” Dyer asserted. 

“Perhaps not one for this par- 
ticular job,” Board President Max 
G. Baron interjected. 

“Then it’s a hell of a school 
system,” Dr. Francis C. Sullivan 
said.

shortage has been forecast. 

Although declining to discuss 
what “rigid steps” might mean, 
petroleum sources have considered 
the possibility that Ickes’ next 
action might be a rationing of 
supplies to filling stations. * +. 

Ickes revealed that he had sent 
a representative, Edwin W. Pauley, 
to London “to study the oil situa- 
tion in all its stages and the Brit- 
ish rationing program in all its 
phases.” 

“No War Zone Over There.” 

Asked by a reporter whether 
shipment of aviation gasoline . to 
Russia in tankers under American 
registry would conflict in any way 
with United States neutrality laws, 
Ickes replied, “There is no war 
zone over there,” meaning the 
Eastern coast of the Soviet Union. 

Only two days ago Koh Ishii, 
spokesman for the Japanese Cab- 
inet information bureau, said “Ja- 
pan wishes that the United States 
would not send munitions” to 
Viadivostok. Asked whether it 
would make any difference whether 
war supplies to Russia were car- 
ried in United States or Soviet ves- 
sels, Ishii replied,. “There is no 
difference.” 

The tanker leaving today, Ickes 
said, is one of four being turned 
over for oil shipments to Russia. 
It is carrying 95,000 barrels. 

Priorities Obtained. 

Ickes told reporters also that 
priorities had been obtained for 
the manufacture of 10,000 drums 
for shipment of petroleum to Rus- 
sia abodrd merchantmen. 

Ickes repeated that he expected 
the possibility of a petroleum short- 
age in some areas on the West 
Coast because of the transfer of 
tankers for the Russian oil ship- 
ments. He previously had said, 
however, he did not expect the 
“pinch” there to be severe. 

He said deliveries last week, the 
first under the filling station cur- 
few operation, were up 12.3 per 
cent in New England, 8.7 in the 
Middle Atlantic states and 3.8 in 
the South Atlantic area. 

In answer to a question, Ickes 
said it “wouldn’t be safe to say” 
there would be no rationing of 
gasoline in the East within the 
next three weeks.

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Army Camp Waste Laid to Lack of Planning =

the assumption there would never 
be another war. 

“The arm-chair generals in 
charge of such matters, though 
they knew WPA funds could be 
obtained for planning projects, did 
not think it worth while or even 
possiblé for the army to use such 
funds to advantage.” 

“I have been wholly dissatisfied,” 
the Senator continued, “with the 
efforts of OPM to deal wen this 
situation. 

“If our plans for military cam- 
paigns are no more extensive and. 
no better than those for construc- 
tion, we are indeed in a deplorable 
condition.” 

The War Department, Truman 
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said, is planning @ number of ad- 
ditional camps, and should not 
make the same mistakes that were 
committed in the program now be- 
ing completed. Approximately a 
billion dollars has already been 
expended, he reported, and addéd 
that “I am sorry to say I do not 
think the army has done a good 
job. There has been lack of fore- 
sight and planning, and a large 
amount of inefficiency, as a result 
of which I believe several hundreds 
of millions of dellars have been 
wasted.” 


Rents at “Fancy Valuation.” 


The army, he charged, “went 
through the farce of pretending 
to rent construction equipment on 
bids,” and permitted rentals to go 
sky-high. From $12,000,000 to $13,- 
000,000 could have been saved by 
buying the equipment new, he said, 
instead of renting it at “fancy val- 
uations” quoted by contractors. 

Under cost-plus-fixed-fee con- 
tracts, according to the Senator, 
builders obtained profits from 
three months’ work for the Gov- 
ernment which were three or four 
times as much as they had been 
able to make at their own risk 


one case, it was nearly 15 times as 
great. The same thing he declared 
to have been true of architect-en- 
gineers. 

“It is perfectly clear,” the Mis- 
sourian asserted, “that unless some- 
thing is done about the situation, 
and done soon, we are going to see 
thousands of plants idle and hun- 
dreds of thousands of persons un- 
employed.” 

He attacked OPM for its failure 
to anticipate shortages, and for 
denying they would occur, and 
named steel as a typical example. 

“Now we are going to resort to 
priorities,” he said, “which are 
the cruelest possible method of 
doing the job.” 

“It would be worth while,” Tru- 
man added, “for every person em- 
ployed by a company not engaged 
exclusively in defense work to ask 
himself whether his company will 
be able to get the materials it 
needs to operate on three months 
from now.” 

Profits on Government. 

The War Department is not 
alone to blame, Truman continued, 
for similar defects exist in many 
other parts of the defense pro- 
gram. 

“There was no over-all plan,” he 
maintained. “Procurement offi- 
cers were so anxious to get de- 
fense articles ‘on order,’ that they 
did not take time to see our ex- 
isting facilities were used in a 
way fair to everyone. Big com- 
panies were unwilling to give up 
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a particle of their —— busi- 
ness or to see it go to small in- 
dustries. They agreed to build 
new plants at Government ex- 
pense, with very handsome profits 
to themselves. 

“All this meant that small busi- 
ness men would not get their fair 
share of defense contracts, and 
that we should necessarily have 
shortages in strategic materials by 
attempting to keep both civilian 
and defense’ business going at'the 
same 

Truman advocated the creation 
of his committee, he explained, 
because he was interested in pre- 
serving the country’s economic 
structure. 

“What is the use,” he demanded, 
“of engaging in a tremendous pro- 
gram of defense in order to save 
democracy, if in the course,of car- 
rying out that very program we 
destroy institutions on which de- 
mocracy is dependent by making 
big business bigger and small busi- 
ness smaller?” 


High Cost of Camps. 


The cost per man for 229 camps 
was estimated by the committee to 
have been $626 a man, as against 
the World War figure of $216, 
“which was the subject of great) 
criticism at the time as being ex- 
cessive in amount.” It was found 
that at 17 camps constructed under 
lump-sum contracts, the average 
cost for each man was $380, while 
the corresponding expense at 29 
camps built under cost-plus-fixed- 
fee contracts was $684. 

“It was the business of the War 
Department,” the committee pro- 
nounced, “to operate on the as- 
sumption that war might ensue at 
any time and to lay plans therefor, 
including at least a tentative pro- 
gram of housing and training fa- 
cilities. , 

“The War Department confined 
its planning to the so-called pro- 
tective mobilization plan, which 
was of little use because it was 
based on the assumption that the 
Regular Army, the National Guard 
and selectees, upon the passage of 
a draft law, would move in suc- 
cession to the theater of opera- 
tions, so that relatively few soldiers 
would have to be housed at any 
one time. 

“The committee believes that 
the War Department should not 
have been satisfied with one set 
of plans, but should have given 
some attention to the possibility 
that the United States might want 
to provide adequate defense before 
it actually became engaged in 
war.” 

No “Namby-Pamby” Allowance. 

The language of the report was 
mostly objective, but on occasion 
it indulged in sharp passages, 
among which were the: following: 

“The War Department’s  esti- 
mates did not include an allow- 
ance to pay for the namby-pamby 
attitude now assumed toward the 
men who were called for the pur- 
pose of creating an army. No al- 
lowances were made for recrea- 
tional facilities or guest houses 
for papa and mama and visiting 
sweeties.” 

“The Generals were running the 
army along Civil War lines, and 
had not properly worked out the 
requirements of a mechanized 
army.” 

“Whenever an effort is made to 
abandon useless and outmoded 
posts in any state, the congres- 
sional delegation rises up to pre- 
vent it. Many of the posts so re- 
tained are relics of the Indian 
wars or like Governors’ Island in 
New York bay, have been obsolete 
az fortresses since the war of 
1812.” 

The committee made a detailed 
investigation of nine camps—Fort 
Leonard Wood, Mo.; Fort George 
C. Meade, Md.; Indiantown Gap, 
Pa.; Camp Blanding, Fla.; Camp 
Stewart, Ga.; Camp Hulen, Tex.; 
Camp Wallace, Tex.; Camp Davis, 
N. C.; and Camp San Luis Obispo, 
Cal. Hulen, Blanding, Stewart and 
San Luis Obispo are tent camps. 
The other five are cantonments. 
The nine represent a cost of $154,- 
636,731, or about one-sixth of the 
entire program. 

Though military appropriations 
were meager between 1920 and 
1933, it was pointe? out that after 


large amounts from Works Proj- 
ects Administration funds. 

“None of this money,” said the 
report, “was used to prepare ex- 
pansion and mobilization plans. 
retired generals questioned on this 
point were surprised that anyone 
should have been expected to con- 
ceive of a real mobilization in an 
emergency other than actual war. 
One general stated he had not even 
contemplated the possibility of an- 
other war.” 

Time Wasted in Iowa. 

Much space was given to Fort 
Leonard Wood. A board of offi- 
cers had recommended a site in 
the Mark Twain National Forest, 
partly Government-owned, it was 
related, but the War Department 
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disregarded the board and aeclded 
to proceed under an authorization 
of 1986 and buy 40,000 acres in 
South-Central Iowa. A water short- 
age discovered in this area com- 
pelled the department to shift 
back to the Missouri site. ' 

The construction of Fort Leon- 
ard Wood was authorized by a di- 
rective of Sept. 18, 1940, and il- 
lustrates, according to the report, 
“the effect of failure to do simple, 
common-sense — work.” 
Two months were wasted in dis- 
covering that water could not be 
made available on the Iowa loca- 
tion save through an expenditure 
of $1,250,000. The shift to Mis- 
souri was authorized Nov. 19. 
Work on road building was not 
started till Dec. 16. 

“As late as the end of Janu- 
ary,” the report continued, “work 
was still bogged down. Plans 
were not available early enough 
to prevent the necessity of execut- 
ing the bulk of the program dur- 
ing months when severe weather 
prevailed. Both material and la- 
bor costs were increased, and it 
was necessary to rent additional 
equipment.” 

The committee questioned the 
wisdom of building a 17-mile rail- 
road at Fort Leonard Wood, most- 


$3,500,000, though all materials 
were taken in by truck. 

“In any event,” it was said, 
“there was no need for incurring 
avoidable costs due to unneces- 
sary speed.” 

Payments to Unions. 

The committee promised to in- 
vestigate the general question of 
union fees in defense industries, 
for the purpose of determining “to 
what extent this practice became 
a mere racket.” It was found that 
carpenters paid $35 for permission 
to work at Camp Blanding, and 
$57.50 at Fort Meade. Laborers 
paid $25 at Fort Meade. 

“It is obvious,” the report stated, 
“that the unions collected large 
sums which were far in excess of 
any costs they had for administer- 
ing their organizations.” 

Facts are being collected, the 
committee gave assurance, as to 
individuals in Washington who rep- 
resent themselves as having influ- 
ence with the War Department and 
are retained on a fee basis by firms 
seeking contracts. 

Former Brig. Gen. R. C. Mar- 
shall of the Reserve Corps, who 
was chief of construction during 
the World War, was described as 
“one of the most blatant of these 
intermediaries.” He was compelled 
by the Secretary of War to resign 
his commission after testifying be- 
fore the committee that he had 
destroyed all his files during the 
investigation and had received fees 
from six firms, all of which ob- 
tained contracts. 

Declaring that very few officers 
of either the Quartermaster or En- 
gineer Corps had any experience 
in camp construction, the commit- 
tee recommended that this work in 
future be entrusted to a new divi- 
sion that might be created in the 
War Department “distinct and sep- 
arate from the Quartermaster 
Corps.” 

This agency, it was explained, 
is primarily concerned with ob- 
taining supplies, while the con- 
struction work of the Engineer 
Corps has been confined largely to 
fortifications and river and harbor 
work, 

Posts Retained; Reasons Political. 

From a long list of strictures 
contained in the text the follow- 
ing may be summarized: 

The War Department was forced 
to maintain approximately 140 
posts instead of being allowed to 
concentrate on 20 or 30 of _ the 
largest and best sites it keld at 
the end of the World War. The 
War Department had recommend- 
ed that many of these sites 
should be abandoned. They were 
retained for political reasons. 

A great deal of the execss cost 
was due to insypfficient planning 
in advance or to*no planning at all. 

All the camp. included in this 
study were constructed on the 
basis of a fixed-fee contract wich 
contained no provision to encour- 
age the contractors to keep costs 
to a minimum, 

In the case of Camp Stewart, it 
was found that the worst malarial 
area in the Southeastern ‘United 
States is located 16 miles from the 
site, and that extensive drainage 
for mosquito control will be neces- 
sary. 

The site selected for Camp Davis 
was swampy area, and in effect a 
peat bog. It was necessary to 
build concrete parking strips for 
mechanized equipment, which 
would sink if left standing for 
any period of time on the ground 
itself, 

Due to hilly terrain, no maneu- 
ver areas were available at Camp 
San Luis Obisco. This necessitated 
the purchase of the Hearst ranch, 
50 miles away, for $2,000,000. 

The site of Camp Wallace was 
inundated with two or three feet 
of water on Nov. 26, 1940. Not 
until after the flood was there a 
survey to ascertain whether the 
area could be properly drained. 

Payments to Agents. 

In some purchases of land, the 
army retained agents who were 
to be paid a percentage of the pur- 
chase price. This was wholly in- 
defensible, as it:created a direct 
incentive for the agent to make 
the price as high as possible. 
When the practice came to the

Murray’s influence upon the el- relative of Henry Ford, by mar- 


derly automobile manufacturer was 
vicarious, since’ Ford himself had 
no active part in the settlement of 
the UAW strike last April nor the 
negotiations out of which grew 
the sensational victory for the 
union. He was convinced, howev- 
er, by reports of Bennett’s dealings 
with Murray, that the CIO was not 
trying to take his plant away from 
him. 

Ford has not changed his opin- 
fon about unions as a whole, Ben- 
nett said, “but he and the com- 
pany, nevertheless, are leaning 
over backward to make this union 
contract work.” 

Ford’s opinion about unions in 
general, which Bennett said has 
been widely misinterpreted and 
misquoted, is that management 
brings unionism on itself, through 
needless friction. Bennett added 
the opinion that the only thing the 
Ford workers have now that they 
didn’t have before their contract 
was the seniority system. 

“What satisfied Mr. Ford,” Ben- 
nett .continued, “was the type of 
man we were dealing with in Mr. 
Murray. Murray convinced Mr. 
Ford that he was not after him. 
Nor did he represent anybody who 
was after him. 

“Certain people in the East have 
told the CIO people to go after 
Ford and let them alone,” Bennett 
said, making no secret of the fact 
that he was talking about the fi- 
nancial interests behind the two 
great rivals of the Ford Motor 


riage, but no relation to Phil Mur- 
ray. 

As receiver for the Interbor- 
ough Rapid Transit Co. in New 
York, Thomas Murray, in 1938, 
negotiated a union shop agreement 
with the transport workers, who 
were represented by John L. Lewis. 
It was here that he learned the 
arguments for the closed shop and 
he was impressed by Lewis. Later 
he met Phil Murray and was 
equally impressed. 


When the Ford strike took place 
on April 1, the CIO people ap-

Thomas Mur- 
ray, however, was unwilling to 
telephone Ford with no other busi- 
ness_ than to plead with him to 
sit down and talk with a labor 
leader. 


But he offered to call Ford and 
ask that Phil Murray be given 
an audience, when an _ expected 
blessed event took place in the 
Ford family. On April 3, a daugh- 
ter was born to Mrs. Henry Ford 
II, the daughter-in-law of Edsel 
Ford, and Thomas Murray tele- 
phoned his felicitations to Henry 
Ford, the elder. In the course of 
the conversation he expounded the 
stable qualities of Philip Murray.

today, a figure almost double the 
$26,596,701,648 peak reached in the 
World War. 

Treasury officials said that since 
the new fiscal year began July 1 
the debt had increased about $1, 
040,000,000. It has not, however, 
kept pace with defense expendi- 
tures, which aggregated $1,400,000,- 
000 in that six-week period. 

On the basis of an estimated 
population of 132,633,000, the pres- 
ent debt amounts to $376.97 a per- 
son. 

The principal factor in the rising 
debt has been the sale of defense: 
savings bonds, which netted about 
$480,000,000 in the six ‘weeks. An- 
other $255,000,000 came from the 
sale of tax anticipation notes, Al- 
though these securities will be 
turned back to the Treasury in 
payment of taxes, they are debt 
securities and will be replaced by 
other forms of debt before they 
are cashed in. Other debts in- 
curred in the six weeks included 
transactions such as borrowing 
from the unemployment trust and 
old age reserve funds, 

Issuance of the $1,040,000,000 of 
new securities meant the printing 
and distribution of bonds and notes 
which, statisticians said, would 
cover 2560 acres. 

Statisticians figured that if the 
amount of new debt in the last six 
weeks was transferred into $1 bills 
they would make a stack more 
than five miles high. 

The rapid rise in the last six 
weeks, moreover, was said to be 
just the beginning of a trend. In 
this fiscal year alone borrowing to 
meet the deficit caused by the de- 
fense program may exceed 10 bil- 
lion dollars.

Morgenthau Says Plan Will 
Prevent Inflation Now 
and Cushion Readjust- 


ments After Crisis. 


— 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP). 
—Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau today advocated increas- 
ing social security taxes for the 
double purpose of preventing in- 
flation during the emergency and 
cushioning readjustments later. 

Morgenthau told a press confer- 
ence the proposal was one of the 
suggestions he intended to give 
congressional committees studying 
price control legislation and other 
anti-inflation measures. 

He said he had no details in 
mind, especially as to how much 
the tax ought to be increased. At 
present, employes and employers 
are taxed at the rate of 1 per cent 
each on the amount of pay rolls. 
In informal discussions among of- 
ficials previously, the figure of 3 
per cent each has been suggested. 

“We should also move,” the Sec- 
retary added, “in the direction of 
separation wages so that whenever 
this is over there will be accumu- 
lated to the credit of defense work- 
ers several weeks pay to tide them 
over when the defense industries 
shut down.” 


He said he was also unprepared 
to say exactly how this proposal 
would work. Many employers, 
however, already have agreed to 
pay their employes a_ specified 
number of weeks pay—depending 
©: length of service—when jobs 
are terminated. 

Morgenthau also advocated ex- 
panding the coverage of the old 
‘age pension system to cover farm- 
ers, domestic servants, and others 
not now included in the social se- 
curity system.

“This is only part of a general 
program of preventing inflation, 
however,” he cautioned. “There

The White Paper’s appendix also 
carries the texts of German orders 
providing capital punishment’ for 
such minor crimes as stealing 
wood (“for forest protection”) and 
for being found guilty of transmit- 
ting social diseases to German sol- 
diers. 


Americans are too accustomed 
to accounts of Nazi concentration 
camp activities to make necessary 
any summary of the White Pa- 
per’s material on this topic. Even 
as in the Reich, the doctors, law- 
yers, clergymen, and teachers— 
those in whom the spirit of resist- 
ance dies hardest—have been the 
chief sufferers. 


Nevertheless, the White Paper 
demonstrates with affidavits, that 
Gestapo ingenuity has not staled. 
Among camp pastimes: Ordering 
of prisoners to rub their noses 
along the floor until their faces 
were torn and bloody, making the 
residents run races over obstacles 
placed so that hard falls must be 
suffered, and the forced cleaning 
of sanitary facilities by hand. 


Hazing Tactics « 

Smackiny more of schoolboy 
hazing on a national scale, are 
the alleged methods for mass 
humiliation. Whole village popu- 
lations, the White Paper states, 
after being driven to the market 
place, are mad to kneel and 
runch or beat one another with 
sticks, 


In some villages, the White Pa- 
per charges, Gestapo agents raid- 
ed homes, herded the. young wom- 
en together anc sent them to 
bawdy houses reserved for the 
military. In others, only Germans 
were allowed to walk on the side- 
walks. 


And this is the translated text 
of a notice posted by the German 
Police Chief Weberstaadt at 
Thorn, Oct. 27, 1939: 

“In order to correct the inso- 
lent attitude of a part of the Polish 
population, I order the following: 

“(Section 8) Polish women who 
speak to Germans or insult them 
will be sent into houses of prosti- 
tution.” 


But all such measures pale be- 
side the mass deportations and ex- 
pulsions. These the White Paper 
characterizes as “the principal 
means by which the German au- 
thorities plan to enfeeble the Pol- 
ish nation.”. Approximately 1,500,- 
000 civilians in the Western prov- 
inces were deported to central Po- 
land before the end of 1940, it says. 

In a speeck at Bromberg, No- 
vember, 1939, Gauleiter Foster ex- 
plained that the Western prov- 
inces, 94 per cent Polish areas rep- 
resenting the cradle of Polish na- 
tionalism, were due for a “racial 
cleansing.” 

As a rule persons to be deported 
were given 20 minutes to two hours 
notice, the White Paper _ states. 
They could take no valuables, no 
papers, nor extra linen—and less 
than 100 pounds of baggage in all. 

Deportees were herded into rail- 
road cars-—unheated and without 
sanitary facilities—and sealed 
within for as long as a five-day 
trip. Forced to. leave behind their 
money and supplies, they could not 
avoid becoming charity cases for 
the peasants in the territories to 
which they were sent. 

The appendix carries a Red 
Cross report, dated Jan., 1940, which 
describes the arrival in Warsaw, 
after a 13-day trip, of a train bear- 
ing 2000 Polish war prisoners. Only 
211 were still alive when the car 
door. was unsealed, the report said. 


Call for Million Workers. 


That the German plan for Po- 
land envisages a slave state be- 
comes apparent in a confidential cir- 
cular from the headquarters of 
Field Marshal Goering sent to oc- 
cupation authorities. Among its 
orders was one for the “collection 
and transport” of 1,000,000 laborers 
to the Reich. Of these, 250,000 
were to be industrial workers, and 
750,000 farm workers. Half of the 
latter were to be women, in order 
“to overcome the deficiency of un- 
skilled labor in the Reich.” 

The Nazi method for raising this 
supply, according to the White 
Paper, was for a military detach- 
ment to move into a town, block 
the roads with machine guns, and 
then conduct a sweep (raffle) for 
the choice material.

U. S. Expected to Retaliate Swiftly 
If Vichy Acts Openly to Help Nazis 


Washington, However, Apparently Has Ac- 
cepted Assurances That Germans Won’t 


Get Bases or Fleet,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14. 

O long as Marshal Henri 
S Philippe Petain’s policy of close 

collaboration with the Axis re- 
mains purely verbal, Washington, 
it is believed, will abstain from 
taking any open steps against the 
present French rulers. But any 
attempt to turn over to the Ger- 
mans the French fleet or the use 
of French bases, or other terri- 
tory, to say nothing of attacking 
the British or De’Gaullist forces, 
will bring swift action from our 
Government, it has-been explained 
to the writer. 

The American policy of dissatis- 
fied tolerance of Vichy is baseg 
on two promises given by Mar- 
shal Petain to American Ambas- 
sador William D. Leahy shortly 
after the latter’s arrival in Vichy: 
not to yield the French fleet; not 
to yield French territories to be 
used against the British. 

To date these two promises have 
been approximately kept. So long 
as the Marshal sticks to them he 
will probably undergo nothing 
worse than a severe scolding from 
Washington. Obviously, if Vichy 
were to participate in any form 
in an attack on the British, that 
would precipitate matters abrupt- 
ly. But today the American au- 
thorities, it seems, have decided 
to give credence to Vichy Ambas- 
sador Gaston Henri-Haye, who 
said publicly yesterday: “There is 
nothing in Marshal Petain’s speech 
from the first line to the last line 
that justifies any assumption that 
France will turn over the French 
fleet or French colonies to Ger- 
many.” 


May Aid De Gaulle. 


Therefore, the indignation of nu- 
merous American Senators and 
Congressmen, who seem in favor 
of swift American action to “coun- 
teract Vichy,” will probably not 
result in any Government action— 
for the time being. The possible 
exception is a declaration of as- 
sistance under the Lease-Lend Act 
to those French territories that 
are defending themselves against 
aggression, meaning, in practice, 
the territories under Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle. This could happen 
more speedily than had been an- 
ticipated. And if Vichy’s decision 
to take sides with Germany 
against Russia, to whose defense 
our country is contributing, is tol- 
erated by Washington, there seems 
no reason why Vichy would care 
openly to resent American assist- 
ance to Gen. de Gaulle. 

Since Washington .-officials do 
not credit Vichy with any imme- 
diate intention of re-entering the 
war on the side of the Germans, 
the question arises just what Pe- 


tain is up to. Official opinion 
here seems to vary between two 
theses. One is that Marshal Pe- 
tain is seeking above all to save 
France from any consequences of 
defeat similar to those imposed 
on Poland. He wants the French 
prisoners returned; he wants 
France to be fed properly; he 
wants the occupied and unoccu- 
pied territories to be rejoined; he 
wants a European future that 
promises.more peace. Moreover, 
Marshal Petain is completely con- 
vinced of a coming German vic- 
tory, largely because, in his opin- 
ion, the United States will never 
fight; he feels that his first duty 
is to play with the Germans. He 
will go no further than is neces- 
sary, but for love of France he 
might do anything the Germans 
required as a proof of “will to col- 
laborate,” even giving them the 
use of French bases and the 
French fleet. 


The other thesis starts with the 
conviction that what the old reac- 
tionary Marshal hates ‘more than 
anything in the world are the prin- 
ciples of the French revolution, 
under which France was governed 
under the Third Republic. Accord- 
ing to this view, he hated a French 
defeat less than he hated liberty, 
equality, fraternity, as practiced 
in France. Therefore, he seized 
the opportunity to make himself 
dictator and on Tuesday he an- 
nounced he intended to make his 
rule effective whether the French 
like it or not. For this reason, 
since a British victory would bring 
a return of French democracy, 
Petain, Darlan and company not 
only foresee a German victory but 
desire it. And at the opportune 
moment they will cast off any in- 
hibitions, even those solemn prom- 
ises, in bringing it about. There- 
fore, under sufficient pressure, 
they will turn over the French 
fleet and the bases. 


Both theses agree that the vast 
majority of the French do not 
share this preference for tyranny; 
therefore, the present autocrats of 
Vichy are obliged to go slow. 


Washington is, therefore, relying, 
not on the good will of the men 
of Vichy, but on that of the French 
people to delay any far-reaching 
acts of collaboration with the Ger- 
mans. And for this reason,-Wash- 
ington does not intend to act pre- 
maturely, although its faith even 
in Vichy’s North African pro-con- 
sul Gen. Maxime Weygand, is be- 
ginning to be shaken.

POSSIBLE BRITISH 
MOVE INTO: IRAN

HE swift Hitlerian thrust into 
T tre Ukraine has created a 

threat to tle Caucasus and ad- 
jacent Iran (Persia) which is likely 
to force Anglo-Russian action in 
Persian in the immediate future. 
Iran is of such strategic import- 
ance that its control by the Allies 
is essential to the maintenance of 
their position in that vital area. 
Lying on the Persian Gulf, this 
country is Russia’s main free route 
to the outside world, and that 
means to American war supplies. 
It also is the back door to India 
from Europe, and Germany’s dream 
of a drang nach osten (drive to the 
east) always has been tinged with 
the golden glow of Hindustan’s 
riches, 
Iran, furthermore, produces 
much petroleum which Hitler sore- 
ly needs. Last but far from least, 
it is invaluable to Britain’s defense 
of the Eastern Mediterranean, 


German ‘Tourists.’ 


The crux of the present situation 
is that large numbers of Nazi 
“tourists” are said to be swarming 
into Iran, waiting to deliver the 
country to the Nazi army if and 
when it arrives on the Caucasian- 
Persian border. The Allies have 
been pressing Teheran to expel 
these alleged soldiers in “fifth col- 
umnists’” clothing, but the Irani- 
ans have hesitated, being in a 
teugh spot. 

A further allied demand on Iran, 
backed by the threat of military 
action, seems quite likely. Teheran 
presumably will bow to such an 
ultimatum, and not unwillingly. 
Both Britain and Russia have suf- 
ficient troops on Iran’s borders to 
carry out an occupation if neces- 
sary. 

The British not only have. strong 
forces in neighboring Iraq, but 
these could be reinforced quickly 
from British-occupied Syria. Indian 
troops could always be brought in 
through the Persian Gulf, of course. 
Hitler’s concentration on the 
Ukraine drive at this moment 
would appear to have been thrust 
on him by the shortness of the 
time remaining to him before the 
harsh Russian winter sets in. True, 
the capture of this rich territory 
and its essential supplies was per- 
haps the Fuehrer’s primary objec- 
tive when he began his conquest 
of the Russias, but this perforce 
became a secondary objective 
when it was apparent from the

New Peace Aim 
Plan Parallels 
Wilson Points 
But Roosevelt- 
Churchill State- 


ment Is Silent on 
Secret Diplomacy.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP). 

m HE first official declaration of 
the joint peace aims of the 
United States and Great Brit- 

ain—made by President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill after 
their historic conference at sea— 
bears close similarity to Woodrow 
Wilson’s famous 14 points designed 
to guide the world to a lasting 
peace after the World War. 

Analysis of the eight points 

made in the Roosgevelt-Churchill 
declaration of common principles 
on which they base their “hopes 
for a better future for the world” 
show they are designed to achieve 
the same general aims covered by 
Wilson’s history-making enuncia- 
tion which made an important con- 
tribution to ending the World War. 

The Wilson and Roosevelt- 

Churchill declarations both set 
forth a determination to achieve a 
just peace, restore the sovereign 
territories of conquered . nations, 
guarantee equality of economic 
rights to all countries, assure free- 
dom of the seas, establish a per- 
manent system of general security, 
and enable the world to disarm. 

One of Wilson’s points which the 

1941 declaration did not parallel 
was his No. 1, of “open covenants 
of peace” and “open diplomacy” 
without secret agreements between 
nations. 


Freedom of Seas Wanted. 


President Wilson made his ad- 
dress containing the 14 points be- 
fore a joint session of Congress 
on Jan. 8, 1918. The message was 
spread through the world and was 
credited with speeding the collapse 
of the Kaiser’s forces and the Nov. 
11, 1918, armistice. 

Wilson’s point No. 2 declared for 
“absolute freedom of navigation,” 
while the seventh Roosevelt- 
Churchill point declared the peace 
“should enable all men to traverse 
the high seas and oceans without 
hindrance.” 

No. 3 on Wilson’s list provided for 
“the removal, so far as possible, 
of all economic barriers and the 
establishment of an equality of 
trade conditions among all the na- 
tions consenting to the peace and 
associating themselves for its 
maintenance.” 

The fourth and fifth points in 
the Roosevelt-Churchill declaration 
pledge the same objectives in more 
detail, 

Point No. 4 promises every ef- 
fort to provide all nations, victors 
and vanquished, with equal access 
to the trade and the raw materials 
of the world needed for economic 
prosperity, while point No. 5 sets 
forth as an objective collaboration 
between all nations for improved 
labor standards, economic advances 
ment and social] security. 


Disarmament Sought. 


Wilson’s fourth point called for 
“adequate guarantees” that “na- 
tional armaments will be reduced 
to the lowest point consistent with 
domestic safety.” 

The 1941 expressed aim is estab- 
lishment of a peace—“after the 
final destruction of the Nazi tyran- 
ny”’—which will permit the nations 
of the world to live “in freedom 
from fear.” Point No. 8 demands 
“the abandonment of the use of 
force” and the disarmament of ag- 
gressor nations. 

Wilson’s No. 14, which eventu- 
ally resulted in the now moribund 
League of Nations, called for “a 
general association of nations 
which must be formed under spe-

Problems of Program. 


Here are some of the more out- 
standing problems bearing on the 
task of air preparedness: 

Not yet half way to their em- 
ployment goal, the aircraft, pro- 
peller and engine factories are en- 
countering a shortage of trained 
workmen. That shortage threat- 
ens to extend to the ranks of the 
thousands of the aircraft facto- 
ries’ sub-contractors, Women em- 
ployes probably will provide part 
of the answer.

The shortage in materials, 
notably in pre-fabricated alumi- 
num alloys, can become critical 
in the next few months.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
E have reached a time when im- 
mediate thought must be given to 
the preservation of small business. The 
recent ruling from Washington which 
puts steel of all kinds on the priority 
list will be death to thousands of small 
manufacturers whose products require 
steel in some form or another. 

Their machinery, while suitable for 
their own needs, would not be accepta- 
ble for Government precision work, and 
on that account, they would not be giv- 
en defense orders. 

My firm is in that class. We manufac- 
ture hardware specialties and baby car- 
riages and have been in business for 
over 30 years. We employ 75 people 
who would be out of employment if we 
were compelled to close our plant, as 
many have reached the age where they 
are not wanted in other kinds of work. 

Why should we send millions of tons 
of steel out of this country under the 
heading of defense when those countries 
which receive it could supply their own 
steel for whatever they require in de- 
fense material, thereby helping our own 
defense by supplying small business with 
that which is necessary to keep it op- 
erating? Instead, we are. drawing the 
life blood from industry that produces 
Gver 50 per cent of the Government in- 
come.

Franklin D. Roosevelt has done many dramatic 
things in his historic years in the White House but 
the most dramatic of them all was the secret meet- 
ing at sea with Winston Churchill, announced today. 

Cloaked by the gray fog of the great- Atlantic, 
shut away from a wondering Washington and a 
puzzled people, the President of the United States 
sat down on a rolling ship with the Prime Minister 
of Great Britain, joined in formulating a set of war 
aims, and signed his name to a statement which 
calls for “the final destruction of the Nazi tyranny.” 

However calmly the country may have taken the 
President’s radio address of May 27, it is apparent 
now that Mr. Roosevelt acted in all gravity when 
he declared an “unlimited national emergency.” 

For this amazing conference between the heads 
of the British and American governments, and their 
high-ranking military advisers, is an event which 
the President could propose only under circum- 
stances of the most serious nature, if not for the 
United States, then for Great Britain. And by 
the terms of the Lease-Lend Act, Great Britain’s

emergency is also ours. 


After the President's sweeping declaration of May 
27, the Post-Dispatch said that “the normal proct- 
esses of democracy must give way to the critical 
situation that confronts us.” This meeting on the 
ocean—symbolic of the Battle of the Atlantic and 
American-British co-operation across the sea—dem- 
onstrates how far we have gone in the direction of 
suspending these normal democratic processes. 

Mr. Roosevelt, acting as Commander-in-Chief and 
employing emergency powers entrusted to his office 
by World War legislation still in forcé, left Wash- 
ington with Congress debating the highly contro- 
versial extension of the service of drafted men. With- 
out consultation with the elected representatives of 
the people, he joined the head of a warring Power 
and dealt with him on a basis which virtually made 
the United States that warring Power's ally. 

As for the eight points on which President and 
Prime Minister base their hopes “for a better future,” 
they will need to be appraised not only for what they 
say but for applicability in a changing world. 

The pledges to “seek no aggrandizement,” to free 
the seas, and to “bring about fullest collaboration 
between all nations in the economic field with the 
object of security for all, improved labor standards, 
economic advancement and social security,” speak 
for themselves. They are in the best tradition of 
American international relations. 

Other points need and deserve to have searching 
examination. That which echoes the self-determina- 
tion of Woodrow Wilson’s promising program of 
1918 may well seem to have dubious application to 
the Europe of today. 

For self-determination—the division of continen- 
tal Europe into many small states, economically 
weak and politically at odds—did not work out ac- 
Austria, Hungary, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Lithuania— 


cording’to plan. 
Poland, Latvia, 
in the failure of this well-meant ideal is one of 


Yugoslavia, Estonia, 


the many reasons why Europe is in flames at this 
hour. 

The last point reads as though it were spoken 
from another world. Disarmament never has seemed 
farther away than today, when Europe wages a 
war of machines and bombs and Americans prepare 
themselves for the heaviest tax burden in history 
to make their continent impregnable. Yet if there 
is an irony in the thought of disarming as we rush 
our greatest defense program, there is also hope, 
and hope is what men live by. 

But have we heard all there is to hear from this 
momentous meeting on the ocean? 

Is a statement of aims all the President and the 
Prime Minister drew up? 

If they talked about the peace did they not also 
talk about the war and its conduct? 

‘What precisely is the present state of American 
relations with the British and their heroic struggle 
against Hitler? 

These graver questions remain unanswered.

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A PROPHECY FROM THE PAST. 

“The continent of Europe had become a vast 
prison-house, cut off from all communication with 
England, that noble haven of thought and freedom, 
that illustrious sanctuary of the human spirit. Sud- 
denly, from the far corners of the earth, two great 
nations spoke in unison, andgthe fires of Moscow 
lit up the dawn of the freedom of the world. It is 
permissible to hope that France will not be left out 
» 

The passage sounds like something a historian 
might write today. Actually, it was written about 
another conqueror and another era of darkness, 128 
years ago, by Benjamin Constant, a political philoso- 
pher and refugee from Napoleon’s rule. Extracts 
from his almost forgotten tract have been translated 
by Helen Byrne Lippmann (Mrs. Walter Lippmann) 
and published as “‘Prophecy From the Past.” 

Many writers have recently drawn comparisons 
between the careers of Napoleon and Hitler, and 
have found reassurance for the future in the fact 
that Bonaparte finally was overthrown. Constant 
wrote the following after the Battle of Leipzig, which 
foreshadowed Napoleon’s downfall: 


The usurper had alternately threatened and 
cajoled the peoples of Europe; he had assembled 
vast armies to terrorize them; he had lied to 
them to confuse their minds: he had made 
treaties to reassure their conscience. The gov- 
ernments which he had overthrown, whether 
republics or kingdoms, were apparently with- 
out hope or resources. Twenty battles were lost, 
but the faith of the people was not shaken; one 
battle was won and the usurper was everywhere 
put to flight: and in many countries where the 
usurper ruled without opposition, the traveler 
today would be hard put to it to find a vestige 
of his power. 


MORE ’POSSUMS IN MISSOURI. 

The State’s wildlife and forest conservation pro- 
gram is getting results. One convincing proof comes 
great increase in Missouri’s opossum population since 
its regulations and those of the AAA took effect. 
Since 1934, says Werner O. Nagel, field biologist, 
these interesting marsupials have virtually doubled 
in number. He estimated there were 622,500 of them 
in 1934 and 1,215,688 before the last trapping season. 
More land has been turned back fo forest and pas- 
ture, providing both additional cover and more food 
for the animals. Better enforcement of hunting reg- 
ulations has also had a hand in the increase. 

This means something to Missouri in dollars and 
cents: a virtual tripling of hunters’ and trappers’ in- 
comes from opossum pelts. In the 1934-35 trapping 
season, fur dealers bought 147,800 pelts, for a total of 
$44,340. In 1940-41, they bought 463,119 pelts, for 
$138,936, the commission reports. 

It would have taken years of neglect and hunting 
to exterminate the ‘possum, for it is a hardy crea- 
ture that eats almost anything and can live almost 
anywhere. Nevertheless, its numbers were dimin- 
ishing, and it was high time for protective measures. 
It is good to know that there are more ‘possums 
swinging by their taiJs from branches in the Mis- 
souri woods than at any time in years past. 
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TO THE TRUCK DRIVERS. 

Let’s pause between thoughts of war and world 
series for a salute to the truck drivers.

United States solicitous for Britain, willing to aid without 
thought of repayment, English visitor finds; but people are in 
sullen protest against being dragged into war; may acquiesce in 
wider use of navy, but will not consent to expeditionary force.

HE traveller who reaches this peace- 
T ful hemisphere after a slow but un- 

eventful sea voyage, spends several 
days in overcoming the first shock of be- 
wilderment. I hardly venture even how 
to switch on the light in my bedroom 
without first pulling down the blind. I 
never cease to marvel at the opulence and 
variety of this nation’s hospitable tables; 


I stagger when I pick up the continents of 


newsprint that issue from its daily press. 

My first experience was to recover my 
former awareness of the volume and width 
of this nation’s life. Prizefights and mu- 
sical festivals; baseball and the movies; 
new gadgets that add to the comfort of 
its always comfortable material life; yes- 
terday an effort by the President to win 
for the Negro an equal place in industry; 
today some fresh phase in the hunt that 
pursues the Reds—here was a people living 
its own life, a people absorbed within its 
own Vast Continent by its own interests 
and concerns. 

I realized that for two years I had 
thought of this country as a factor in 
our own destiny, a factor which we hope 
to use for wider ends than its own. That 
is dangerous attitude and my first reac- 
tion was a sense of shame that I had come 
near to thinking of it as a tool in the 
strategy of liberation, That is bad tactics, 
as it is bad morals. If. we are to teach 
this nation we must see its life as a round- 
ed whole, and realize that it is an end 
to itself. : 

On a closer acquaintance I realized that 
the shadow of our war is never far from 
any American’s thoughts. On the Atlantic 
seaboard, whether in New York or Balti- 
more, an English visitor meets only with 
the warmest sympathy and consideration. 
All day long he must answer solicitous 
questions about our experience under bom- 
bardment and especially about our ra- 
tions.

Searching the press and listening to the. 
wireless, I have not yet heard even one 
timid syllable of apology for the Nazis. 
That is one main difference between this 
war and the last: this time there is no 
attempt, even by the isolationists, to state 
a case for the Germans. There is an un- 
dertone of criticism of ourselves—of our 
subjection to class, of our Imperialism, and 
above all our Indian record. The editor 
of one of the greatest and friendliest of 
American dailies told me that a day rarely 
passes without his finding on his desk 
three postcards reminding him of India. 

But even this ts no more than an irritant. 
It was not our merits that induced the 
Americans to pass the Lease-Lend Act and 
it will not be our virtues that may draw 
them into the war. “Help Britain to de- 
fend America” is the characteristic slogan 
of our most active friends. The debate 
over future policy turns almost exclusive- 
ly on the question whether the President 
is exaggerating the danger with which a 
Nazi victory would confront America. . 

Over material aid the controversy is 
long-since ended, This nation will pour 
out its wealth without stint to ensure our 
victory, and few deceive themselves about 
our ability to repay this incredibly gener- 
ous aid, even in the distant future or ‘in 
kind. Controversy rages now only over 
the defects in the organization of the 
economic effort: The press, take it as a 
whole, ig critical of the administration, 


bitter towards labor and very timid when 
big business is to blame. 

Over the perspective of further aid, in 
plain words, belligerent aid, I have learned 
to think with increasing caution. Ameri- 
cans will often answer my questions with a 
blunt declaration that they are “already 
in the wer,” but it would be impossible to 
overstate their reluctance and their total 
lack of belligerent enthusiasm. 

The civilization of this people ig in sul- 
len, impotent revolt against the destiny 
that slowly drags it into the war. From 
many sources I have heard the same ac- 
count of the state of mind of the young 
men who have been called up. They 
obeyed the summons sadly and feel no 
sense of adventure. Dread of war is 
strongest and most vocal among the stu- 
dents in the universities, who will welcome 
any argument or any doctrine that ration- 
alizes their own shrinking. 

* . * 

It is probable that this attitude would 
change in some degree if America were 
actually in the war, but as yet this mas- 
sive reluctance to face physical participa- 
tion is the main fact that confronts the 
President and his advisers. A Gallup poll 
taken on May 16 asked the blunt question 
whether America should enter the war. 
There were 79 noes and 21 ayes. 

My own conclusion after many talks with 
American friends who should be able to 
gauge the mind at least of the Eastern 
states, is that public opinion is now ready 
for any kind of naval action—convoys, arm- 
ing of merchantmen and the use of patrol- 
ling planes and ships to sink submarines. 

I must add the qualification that in such 
measures public opinion would acquiesce 
passively: it does not clamor for them, it 
expects them without impatience: it has 
schooled itself reluctantly to regard them 
as inevitable. I watched its behavior when 
the Robin Moore was sunk and I could de- 
tect no signs of excitement. I can imagine 
that after accepting some forms of naval 
action, Americans might soon come to tol- 
erate a gradually extending use of their 
Air Force as an offensive arm: indeed, it 
is already patrolling the Atlantic and the 
Americans are proud of its share in locat- 
ing the Bismarck. 

But I cannot imagine Americans con- 
senting to the dispatch of an expeditionary 
force to Europe. The utmost they might 
tolerate would be an expedition, let us say, 
to Dakar. The New York Times printed 


the other day a long and able article by 


its military expert, Hanson Baldwin, who 
reached the conclusion that in the long 
run the war can be won only by a military 
offensive on the continent of Europe, in 
which American mechanized divisions must 
join the British striking force. 

I drew the attention of the ablest of my 
American friends to this article. Not one 
man among them would swallow .it: with 
varying degrees of ingenuity they all im- 
provised their reasons for rejecting this 
unwelcome conclusion. On this subject the 
average man does not reason: his memory 
wallows in the mud of Flanders and he 
flatly says No. 

The President is very properly bent on 
preserving the nation’s unity, and my own 
decided impression is that if he ever 
crosses the line into war—if ever, in plain 
words, he orders shooting—it will be under 
clear provocation in defense of indisputa- 


ble American interests.

— ton recently perfected a new tech- 


nique for motion pictures. It com- 
prised black light, fluorescent 
paint and an unique use of color 
photography. He had been com- 
missioned to shoot scenes with his 
new invention for a Hal Roach 
production, said his widow, Mrs. 
Evangeline Blackton. Details of 
the process were not disclosed. 
Blackton was injured Saturday 
when struck by an automobile. 
He came to this country in 
boyhood from England and be- 
came associated with the late in- 
ventor Thomas-A. Edison. He pur~ 
chased his first projection ma- 
chine from Edison in 1897 and in 
1900 organized the famous Vita- 
graph Co., a pioneer in the film 
industry. 

Blackton directed such perform- 
ers as Mae Murray, Clara Kim- 
ball Young, Milton Sills, Theda 
Bara, Mae Marsh, Ben Turpin and 
Barbara La Marr. 

He was reputed to have made 
$1,000,000 annually himself. He 
and associates sold Vitagraph in 
1925 to Warner Brothers for a re- 
ported $25,000,000.

WITH THE SIXTH DIVISION 
IN ARKANSAS, Aug. 14 (AP).—It 
was tramp, tramp, tramp today 
for soldiers of the Sixth Division, 
four days out from Fort Leonard 
Wood, Mo., on their way to join 
other Second Army forces in the 
September war games. 

The twin columns of the Sixth 
crossed the Arkansas border yes- 
terday in motor cavalcade, gaining 


a rest that stood them in good 
stead for today’s forced march. 

_ It was tramp, tramp, tramp with 
caution, too, for the streamlined 
Sixth entered a theoretical dan- 
ger zone—subject to air, mechan- 
ized and infantry attacks, The 
two columns, western and eastern, 
and independent of each other, are 
divided into combat teams. Each 
is intent upon gaining a military 
advantage over the other in their 
simulated under-fire tactics. 

Residents of the icturesque 
Ozarks turned out en masse yes- 
terday to catch their first glimpse 
of Uncle Sam’s new mechanized 
army. It was an impressive sight, 
too, as each convoy—30 miles in 
length—rolled through Southern 
Missouri towns. 

Today’s march takes the western 
column from Imboden to Smith- 
ville. The eastern column left 
Pocahontas for Walnut Ridge, in 
each case, a distance of approxi- 
mately 14 miles. 


Mud Bogs Down St. Louis 138th 
Infantry in Arkansas.

PRESCOTT, Ark., Aug. 14.—A 
rain which drenched the woods 


and turned dusty roads into mud 
today bogged down St. Louis’ 138th 
infantry and other Second Army 
soldiers here for the start of the.

CHICAGO, Aug. 14. 
HE substance and accuracy of 
the following column can’t be 
guaranteed. Most of it seems 
reasonable and in accord with such 
facts as are known, although [I 
can hardly credit some of it. The 
only thing I can say with confi- 
dence is that it is a fair consensus 
of our active professional military 
experts in Washington. 
Much of it they don’t know and 
have to guess. But they have more 
to guess on than we newspaper 
kibitzers. In the first place they 
have military map specialists and 
mountains of statistical informa- 
tion with an organized system for 
sifting and drawing conclusions. 
In addition, quite recently, some 
unquestionable information has 
been coming through from brother 
officers abroad in our own or oth- 
er services. Piecing it all togeth- 
er, the result, for whatever it is 
worth, is something like this. 
The recent rumor that Goering 
is in the dog-house is entirely un- 
founded as is the explanation that 
he and the generals, Von Keitel 
and the rest, opposed the great 
Russian adventure or that the lat- 
ter has bogged down. 


Hitler in a Dog House. 


The truth, according to these re- 
ports is that if anybody is in the 
dog-house, it is Hitler himself. 

The small but powerful group of 
Nazi politicians wanted to posture 
and gesture around in the West. 
The professional soldiers insisted 
that Germany could not risk fur- 
ther westward action leaving the 
powerful Russian army on its 
flank and rear. They also argued 
that 1941 was the last chance 
attend to it. Every strategic con- 
sideration required the destruction 
or practical paralysis of that great 
force before making another move. 

The professional view was 
adopted. Hitler is confining him- 
self to political affairs and has lit- 
tle to do with the campaign. The 
soldiers are in the saddle. That 
certainly sounds reasonable. 

The next important assertion is 
that while what was called Plan 
A—a three to six weeks’ decisive 
campaign—has been slowed up. 
Plan A was merely a tentative 
gamble, not greatly relied upon by 
the General Staff. 

If it worked by some spectacular 
break-through such as that in 
France through the Forest of Ad- 


dedmennes, so much the better, 
but the possibility of its not work-

Russians are expert at demolition

In the meantime, by grand-scale 
encircling movements, such as that 
now going on around Odessa, and 
dozens of smaller pincer attacks, 
all the way from the White to the 
Baltic seas, Plan B is one of whole- 
sale slaughter and destruction, the 
like of which the world has never 
.dreamed. 

Plan B is said to be ahead of 
schedule, and it is beninning to be 
clearer that the communiques of 
the German high command are 
more accurate and timely than 
those of Russia. 

With all this and with less cir- 
cumstance of verity and more con- 
jecture is a question of tottering 
control of the highly powerful po- 
litical minorities—the Nazi party 
in Germany, the Communists in 
Russia—and of the ascendancy of 
military commanders. 

The German plan for Russia is 
said not to be, as it was in Poland, 
reorganization of a whole people 
and country for complete digestion. 

Rather it is first to liquidate the 
Communist party and then to seize 
certain mining, agricultural, petro- 
leum and industrial areas and let 
the havoc of defeat, destruction 
and disorganization take its course 
elsewhere on Russian political 
fronts. 

Well, there it is. As I began by 
saying, I can’t vouch for it, but it 
certainly opens up some interest- 
ing vistas for imagination. If it is 
true, it might bring in sight an 
earlier end of war.

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Hosiery Made From This Material Now Has 
Plenty of Leg Appeal, Thanks to Bureau of 
Home Economics, Which Has Been Working 
for Three Years to Outwit Japanese Silk Worm.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 13. 
fF you've been obsessed, girls, 
with the idea that it’s either 
hoard silk hose now or spend 

the rest of your days with your 

legs wrapped up in burlap sack- 
ing, you can just pack up your 
worries in an old sock full of 
runners and forget the whole busi- 
ness. Your Uncle Sam, through

the United States Department of 
Agriculture, has spent the last 
three years working on the prob- 
lem of outwitting that nasty old 


Nipponese silk worm. And he has 


just announced that you can con- 
sider the problem licked. The 
Bureau of Home Economics of 
the Department of Agriculture 
right now has more than 150 dif- 
ferent cotton stocking designs 
ready for the hosiery industry— 
and your approval, 

And don’t shudder at the thought 
of “cotton” socks. Your stocking- 
conscious correspondent has just 
tried on several pairs of patriotic 
stockings and is willing to testify 
that the sock designer at» the 
Government’s research center out 
at Beltsville, Maryland, knew his 
There’s no more 
of that limp look that cotton stock- 
ings were once famous for. The 


ankles actually fit and that fuzzy 


effect that made the calves of 
your legs resemble oil drums is 
These new cotton hose 
have leg appeal and lots of it. 

So it looks as though the old 
days when we gals subsidized Ja- 
pan’s war on China by insisting 
upon wearing silk socks may fade 
painlessly and the day may ac-: 
tually come when a pair of shape- 
ly pins in silk will stamp the wear- 
er as unpatriotic and a probable 
believer in “Mein Kampf.” Any- 
way the stage is all set to do your 
bit by good old native King Cot- 
ton. 


Uncle Sam, through the Bureau 
of Home Economics, has really 
done a thorough re-vamping job 
on the maiden-aunt of the hosiery 
industry. The old baggy cotton 
stocking has been turned into a 
gliamour-girl debutante, made of 
mercerized and gassed long fiber 
cotton yarn with all the fuzzy 
Little ends taken off and knitted 
by an improved process to avoid 
that “twitty” effect where fiber 
lengths overlap. 


And to complete the metamor- 
phosis and make you forget that 
cotton stockings once looked like 
10 cents worth of sausare meat, 
the Government experts have 
turned out cotton hose in pastels 
from pale blue to pea green in 
all sorts of meshes and designs, 
and they’ve even made up one 
number with a Lillian Russell 
bracelet embroidered into the 
ankle. 

This emancipation of the cot- 
ton sock, you might bg interested 
to know, came abou through a

suggestion made by Missouri’s 
Congressman Clarence Cannon. It 
was the Honorable Mr. Cannon 
who suggested a couple of years 
ago that the House Agricultural 
Appropriations Committee give the 
Bureau of Home Economics of the 
Department of Agriculture a lit- 
tle spending money to use in de- 
signing stylish, well-fitting cotton 
hose for the fair sex. The idea was 
to find some way to reduce our 
mounting cotton surplus and an- 
ticipate a possible shut-off in silk 
supplies which might be occa- 
sioned by a further aggravated in- 
ternational situation. 

With little fanfare, the Bureau 
of Home Economics went to work 
to remove the stigma from the cot- 
ton sock. Now the job is done. 
With 150 designs in glamourized 
cotton socks to choose from, Amer- 
ican women can thumb their noses 
at Japan and throw the Nipponese 
silk worm out of his job of chew- 
ing mulberry leaves. 

The 150 new designs in cotton 
hose developed under David Young, 
experienced hosiery designer, and 
now ready for release to manu- 
facturers, were all knit on ma- 
chines commonly used for silk and 
demonstrate the possibility of 
changing machines over from silk 
to cotton. All designs were sub- 
pected to laboratory tests and passed 
certain standards for rub and 
strain. Then, for good measure, 
they were put on human feet and 
given practical wear tests. 


x * * 

UCH was the case when 68 stu- 
§ dent nurses at a Washington (D. 

C.) hospital co-operated on a 
wear study. These nurses wore 
four constructions of white hose 
knit from commercial yarns. Then 
from the results of the study as 
well as from results of laboratory 
tests, one design was created that 
combined the best points of all 
four stockings and had special 
comfort and wear,.features added 
that the study showed were need- 
ed. The result of it all was Gov- 
ernment Style 112—an all-white 
hose tailored-to-order for nurses, 
dietitians, laboratory technicians, 
and all women who wear white uni- 
forms and white stockings on 
duty. 

Other styles in meshes and 
weaves ran the same “wear” gaunt- 
let and manufacturers are already 
making designs developed by the 
Bureau of Home Economics. Soon 
all 150 of the new designs, vary- 
ing from plain knits to cobweb 
mesh, are expected to be in manu-

Though not originally designed 
to replace silk, rayon and syn- 
thetics for all kinds of wear, in 
the light of day-to-day develop- 
ments, cotton socks are important 
news. From Japan and Italy we 
get our raw silk supply in normal 
times and as yet, the most prom- 
ising synthetic hosiery fiber is not 
being produced in sufficient quan- 
tities to meet even present de- 
mands.

Why Declarer 


Risked Losing 
His Contract 


By Ely Culbertson 


N a straight mathematical 
basis, anyone who risks a sure 
400 points merely to try for an 
additional 30 points must be ad- 
judged insane. Yet, under certain 
circumstarices, the finest players 
do that very thing, notably at du- 
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lheart Pass 2notrump Pass 
Shearts Pass 3notrump Pass 
Pass Pass 

West opened the spade queen 
and declarer, not knowing who had 
the diamond ace, could not afford 
to stay off since to do so might 
cost him his only spade trick. Win- | 
ning with the king, he ran off * 
heart tricks, discarding his 
two spades and two d ds. 
West echoed in diamonds on 
the third and fourth hearts, then 
let go one club and one spade. 
With seven tricks home, declarer 
had only to cash the ace and king 
of clubs to fulfill his contract. But, 
after considerable thought, this 
did not satisfy him. 


He saw that a four heart con- 
tract would have been cold,’ and 
rightly concluded that many 
north-south teams in the room 
probably would reach that con- 
tract. If he were to settle for three 
no trump, then, he would find 
himself with an inferior match- 
point score. ‘There was, he real- 
ized, no chance to establish a 
diamond trick. The opponents 
would leap on the first diamond 
lead and rattle off spades. There 
was, however, a good chance that 
the club queen was “on side.” Act- 
ing on this analysis declarer laid 
down the club king from dummy 
and then finessed to his own A-J. 
Admittedly, he was fortunate to 
have the finesse succeed. If west 
had held the club queen at this 
stage the defenders would have 
taken the rest of tricks. 


But the point wag that declarer 
had adopted a ph phy to meet 
the situation. He truly appraised 
that the three no trump contract 
would produce less than an aver- 
age score and, therefore, his gam- 
ble did not involve laying odds 
but was simply a legitimate spec- 
ulation whereby to increase the 
match-point score past average, or 
lose the few points that would 
accrue from a comparatively poor 
contract.
